THE, FRENCH MILITARY | 
OPERATIONS IN TONQUIN. 


SEVERE FICHTING—SUCOERS OF THE FRENCH 

The sicanions }oonhig. and Namvien 
arrived at Hongkong ‘this afternoon, and 
bring news of the ‘reaulte, up to the 16th, 
ofthe Pyench ‘advance: upon Sontai. Our 
special correspondent had gone to the front 
and had appateritly not. been able to get 
his account of the fighting through te Hanoi 
in time to-catch o special Iaunch sent by 
‘Adiniral Courbetfrom thatplaceto Haiphong 
with despatches, if, indeed, ho had hoard 
that tholaunch was to be.sent gown, but a

‘Tho attack upon the fortifications dofon- 
ding tho approaches to Bontai was com- 
smonced on tho 13th, tho ginboats assisting 
tho traops ns muchas possible.’ Tho Turcos | 
and marino infantry Jed the advanco, and 
did most of tho fighting; in fact it.ia said 
that only about ‘tighteen’ hundred troops. 
had, up to-the time’ the despatch was sont 
faway, beon-actually engaged. It was found 


that tho earthworks, of -which the fur- 
tifications.on the Sontai road cntirely 
consist, ‘could-only «ba taken by’ assault, 
and they were accordingly carried 
at the point of the bayonet. During two 
days! fighting the whole of the lines of on- 
trenchmenta defending the approach to 
Sontai. wera captured ;. the troops. wore. 
in front of Sontai itself on tho L6th, 
and an attnek ‘upon that place was 
to bo mado on tho following. day. 
The loss of tho French in killod and wound- 
ed, is plaged .atb 200 mon and 16. officers. 
The Turcos suffered moat heavily, as they 
led tho main assault, and it is reported that 
they did not ‘spare tho Black Flaga when 
they yut at thom. On-the whole the result® 
of the two days’ fighting are regarded aa 
very satisfactory, Only vaguo estimates 
are:given ag to the loss of the Chineso, 
and it ti useless to mention them. -

—-In tho reconnaissances made neat Bac- 
Ninh by the oxpeditionary corps, ,the 
Japanose officers “who ara watching the 
operations have clearly distinguished on 
the flaga the names and the numbers of the 
Chinese regular troops who are dofending 
the citadel of Bac-Ninh-and its neighbpur- 
hood. The samo journal also announces 
that groat sensation has beon created ainony 
the French colony at Cairo and Alexandria 
by tho Chineso Government purchasing 
arms in Egypt’ The Egyptisn Government 
is described nz having -already sold Krupp 
guns and’ Remington rifles to the Chinese, 
Those arms aro said to have been token 
“from tha innnense quantitics ‘of armas 
and cannona accumulated in the Egyptian 
arsenals by tho military régime.” .The 
Temps adds that, according ty a journal 
published at Aloxandria, the Egyptian 
Governmont sold these arins to a German 
or English firm, which forward ‘them to 
China via the Suez Canal. . 

Tho following is the preamble to tho Bilt

“ On April 26 last the Governmont Laid on 


opening a credit of £,8,300,000, for the pur- 
pose of allowing, on the onshand, the strong-

hund, thé maintaining in Tong-Kin 
3,000 marinesand 1,000 Annamite skirmish- 
ets, That credit passed by both Houses, 
becamo law on May 28. We will not here 
repeat the reasons‘leading to our interven- 
-tion in Tong-King, They were amply.cx- 
lainod in tho statement prefixed to that 
ill, in the reports of Mi Blancsubé and M, 
de St, Vallier, and intho spooches delivered 
by the Minister: of Foroign Affairs in the 
Ohamber of Deputies and tho Senate. The 
object we proposed was summed up in this 
passago of tho instructions. furnishod to tho 
Civil Commissary of tho Republic ;—' The 
only part of Tong-King we intend to occupy 
is the delta of tha Songkvi, and wo do.not 
mean to go beyond Bacninh and Hunghoa 
on the River Claire, except to those points 
the occupation of which may appear neces- 
sary,’ We havo not deviated from thia pro- 
gramme ; we have not altored the character 
of our expedition, But the resistance ‘and: 
difficulties. which we have encountered havo 
proved greater ‘than we anticipated, ond 
have onforsed us to enlarge our means of 
action. To render the Red River delta on- 
tirely frecfrom thedepredations of the Black 
Flags tho strength of the frst oxpeditionary 
force was not sufficient. Remarkable foats 
of arms, reflecting the greatoat honour on 
the marines, sailors, and Annamite skir- 


-| mishora, have made us masters of atrong 


vsitions, which might have been deemed 
impregnable; and tho resistanco is: how 
concentrated at the stronghold of Songtay 
and Booninh, which cover the north of the 
delta, The capture of, the Hué river 
forts, 80 brilliantly effected under the diree- 
tion of Ronr-Admiral Courbet, placgad the 
capital of Annam in our hands. This bold 
enterprise; in which ovr soldiers, and na- 
tive auxiliaries ied with euch .. other 
in ardour and coolness, has already borno 
fruit. Not only has Lu Duc's sucgessor 
ceased to be hostile ta our enterprise, but 
he haa token. measures which will render 
the work of tranquillizins Tong-King more 
speedy. and more efficacious, The Bleck 
Flags, abandoned by their protectors, are 
manifestly retreating, and it is not proba. 
ble that they will Jong bold out against our 
troops when our Expeditionary Corps has 
received the peinforcements which we have 
augcessivoly sont, the preater part of whom 
will arrive at Hanoi in. the beginning of 
Wovember, The* reinforcements, which 
anoint to abottt 4,600 men, could not be 
exclusively applied, by. the organised corpa 
of Marines, whose strensth is adapted on: 
to the normal wanta af the colonies, tt 
was necesrary to complete them by means 
of 1,850 men of tho. African Army selected 
from the Algerian Rifles and tho Foreign 
Legion. - The:tutal numbor af tha furces at 
our disposal in Tong-ing at the beginning 
of November will be 8,650.. Our naval 
fore in Tong-Kingese and Chinese waters 
consists. of thirty-two veasela, equipped 
with 4,500 men. Although tha vote of
